Off duty Fred Bennett is just 
an affectionale daddy who delights 
in teasing his two year old son, 
Paul Darrell and small baby daugh- 
ter, Jean Carolin, age ten months. 

Bennett started his career as Spe- 
cial Officer with the San Fran- 
cisco Hiousing Authority, and was 
appointed in May 1943. In Septem- 
ber he was assigned to a vigil at 
Navy Point, and later transferred 
to Candlestick Cove, where he and 
his family now make their home. 


While most people lie asleep or 
are out working the swing shift, 
officer Bennett stands guard over 
‘the lives and fortunes of the resi- 
dents of Candlestick. For most of 
them it is comforting to know that 
‘such protection is given in the late 
hours of the night until dawn when 
isolated projects might be ,vulner- 
able to mishap or mischief.

Pacific War Vet 
At Point 


Henry Daigle joined the army in 
1940, received basic training in 
Texas—went overseas, 


He is now back home, after re- 
ceiving:a medical survey out of 
the Army due to shrapnel wounds. 
He is employed at Navy Point as 
Maintenance foreman for A. N. 
LeFevre, Manager. He lives at Mid- 
dle. Point with his wife and child. 


Twenty-five year old Henry Dai- 
gle has received the Purple Heart, 
has seven campaign ribbons and 
has fought in three major battles. 


When his company landed in 
barges at Guadalcanal, they had to 
fight their way to the beach, los- 
ing men and barges. Of the 32 
planes shot down, Henry had one 
to his credit. Henry says that be- 
fore he was wounded he shot down 
11 enemy planes and seven snipers. 


“Before going into the Army J 
used to go hunting quite a lot,” 
Henry says. “I remember the ene- 
my planes as they swooped down 
out of the clouds looking so much 
like a-large flock of ‘birds.” 


Henderson Field was taken in 
November, during which time Dai- 
gle was in three battles. He receiv- 
ed his wound in the last battle. As 
he puts it: “I was busy training my 


gun on a sky black with enemy 


planes, there were nine men in the 


employment. One of the men had 
gone for ammunition. We were all 
so intent on the sky and our gun 
training constantly on new targets 
that we didn’t see the Jap plane 
that came down from the sky and 
-nolled like a blazing ball down the 
field and landed directly on our 


” 
gun. A 


The explosion threw most of the 
men clear of the fire, but many of 
Daigle’s buddies were killed or bad- 
ly burned. 


“I was in the Hospital for four 
months before I was sent to the 
good old U.S.A.!” He added: “I con- 
sider myself very lucky to be alive 
and able to work.” 


Mothers who would like to work 
but have not yet found jobs may 
enroll their children at the nursery, 
and will be given’ three days in 
which to start working.

Wartime Cooking and Housekeeping 


IERE’S no doubt about it. Folks 

who eat raw salads every day 
generally look better and feel bet- 
ter than those who don’t. The vit- 
amins and minerals found in those 
crisp vegetables and fruits put 
sparkle in your eyes, spring in 
your steps.. You need to eat other 
food too, of course—plenty of it. 
But right now let’s look at salads. 


What Everyone Should 
Know About Salads 
1. Most adults should eat some 
raw vegetables or fruit every day. 
Easiest way to get enough of these 
raws is to eat them in salads. 


2. If your husband or some other 
member of your family won’t eat 
salads, get them to eat extra 


amounts of raw fruits and vege- 
tables in other ways. For example, 
have a bowl of apples handy. Serve 
plenty of green onions, radishes, 
and celery; tuck in a few strips of 
raw carrots, too. First thing you 
know those carrots will be dis- 
appearing along with the other 
things. Serve lots of berries and 
other fresh fruits when they’re in 
season. 


3. Don’t prepare green salads 
long in advance of eating. Remem- 
ber, the vitamin and flavor values 
of green salads are in proportion to 
the crispness of the lettuce or other 
leaves. :

4, Shred cabbage coarsely, and do 


so just before making it into the 
salad or slaw. Cabbage loses its 
vitamin C very rapidly after it has 
been cut. 


5. If you’re trying to lose weight, 
go slow on rich oily dressing. For 
example, thin down mayonnaise 
with lemon juice, use just enough 
to moisten the leaves. i 

Now for three good salad dress- 
ings: i 

Evaporated Milk 
1/2 cup sugar 
1/2 tespoon salt 


Dressing 


1/3 cup vinegar 
1/2 cup evaporated milk 

Add sugar and salt to vinegar, 
stir till sugar is dissolved. Stir in 
the evaporated milk until mixture 
is creamy. Pour over shredded cab- 
bage or garden lettuce torn into 
bite-sized pieces. Toss and serve. 


Russian Dressing 

To 1 cup mayonnaise add 1 or 2 
hard-cooked eggs, chopped fairly 
fine, % cup chili sauce or catsup, 
and a little chopped onion. Mix 
well. Serve on shredded lettuce. Any 
leftover dressing can be mixed with 
sandwich filling for next day’s 
lunch boxes. 


Cottage Cheese Dressing 
1 pint cottage cheese 
% cup mayonnaise 
3 tablespoons horseradish 
2 or 3 shopped green onions 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Stir mayonnaise and horseradish 
into cottage cheese, and chopped 
onions, season to taste, and mix 
with torn lettuce leaves in a bowl. 
Makes a hearty, filling salad. 
SPOON BREAD SUPPER 


If you come from the South, you 
are crazy about spoon bread and 
know how to make it. If you don’t 
know spoon bread, it’s high time 
you got acquainted with it, for it 
really is wonderful eating. Here’s 


how to fix it. 


Scald 2 cups milk in a double 
boiler, stir in 4% cup corn meal and 
% teaspoon salt and cook, stirring. 
until smoothly thickened. Cover and 
let cook 15 minutes longer. Cool 
slightly, then stir in 1 teaspoon 
baking powder, 2 beaten egg yolks 
and 1 tablespoon butter or margar- 
ine. Fold in 2 stiffly beaten egg 
whites and bake in greased shallow 
oven-glass baking dish in a moder- 
ate oven (350 degrees) 35 to 40 
minutes. A few minutes before the 
spoon bread is ready to come out, 
fry slices of ham and make- milk 
gravy. Open and heat a can of 
string beans and make a big green 
salad. There’s a supper fit for a 
king—or a war worker, The spoon 
bread comes right to the table in 
its baking dish and is spooned onto 
the plates and eaten with gravy, 
like mashed potatoes. 


THERE’S ALWAYS A 
NEXT TIME 


One thing about cooking, it’s 
never done. You finish one meal, 
wash the dishes and then start 
thinking about the next meal, Be- 
cause there always is a next time, 
here are some good next time ideas. 


Next time you buy a head of cab- 
bage, cut it in two crosswise in- 
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2 cups seedless raisins 

1 cup water 

1 teaspoon soda 

1 cup shortening 

2 teaspoons salt 

1% teaspoons cinnamon 
% teaspoon nutmeg

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THIS COOKIE RECIPE IS WORTH FRAMING 


% teaspoon allspice 

2 cups sugar 

3 eggs, beaten 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

4 cups sifted flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

1 cup chopped nuts 

Add water to raisins and boil 5 minutes. (There should be % 
cup liquid left.) Cool and add soda, Blend shortening, salt and 
spices; gradually add sugar, creaming thoroughly. Add eggs, 
vanilla and cooled raisin mixture, Sift flour with baking powder 
and add, blending well. Add nuts. Chill dough (if you have 
time). Drop by heaping teaspoonfuls on greased and floured 
baking ‘sheet. Bake in a fairly hot oven (400 defees) 12 to 15 
minutes. Makes 6 dozen soft, puffy cookies—wonderful for 
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stead of lengthwise. Use the top 
half for salad, save bottom half 
for cooking. Why? Because the top 
half has finer leaves, shreds easier. 
Bottom half has thicker leaves that 
are just as good for cooking. 


Next time your meat man is out 
of pork spare ribs, get lamb breast 
instead. Fix it just as you would a 
sheét of pork ribs, but be sure to 
insert slivers. of garlic into the 
meat. Lamb needs garlic! 


Next time you’re looking for a 
low priced vegetable, look around 
for rutabagas. Cook just as you 
would turnips, but a little longer. 

Next time you feel like fixing a 
surprise for the lunch box, make 
a cheese apple. Cut a good, firm 
eating apple into slices crosswise, 
spread each slice with pimiento 
cheese spread, put apple back to- 
gether again and wrap tightly in 
waxed paper. Eat it slice by slice. 


Next time you have leftover meat 
loaf to warm up, don’t fry the 
slices. Instead, put them into the 
skillet, add a little hot water and a 
bouillon cube; heat gently. This 
way the slices are more moist and 
flavorful. 


Next time, you cook cabbage— 
and it’s mighty good right now — 
try this vitamin-saving way. Put 
a tablespoon or two of bacon fry- 
ings into a big skillet, heat piping 
hot and add shredded cabbage— 
about 2 cups for each person, Mix 
cabbage with fork and spoon so 
that the fat is well distributed. Salt 
well. Add % cup of boiling water, 
cover, and cook until cabbage is 
tender—not more than 5 or 6 min- 
utes. Serve immediately.
